NARROW ESCAPE OF A LADY.

(eolored), lortunaitly none of the dis- 
charges taking effect. 

The facts, as near aa can be gathered 
by a Nkwh reporter are of this naturt: 
There were three or four negro men 
drinking at the bar, and through a mis- 
r take Bartender Alvin Wilkerson over- 
alooked the moat important side issue 
that goes with every drink, and that is 
water. It was Walker who failed to be 
given the water, and he kept Rskiug for 
It. Rest ui Hall was not near the bar 
daring the conversation between Wil- 
kerson and the colored men. About the 
tine their conversation began to reach 
its warmest Hall entered the main bar, 
and after a few remarks ordering them 
from the building he began to shoot 
One of the discharges went through a 
second-story window pane of Mrs. Lixsie 
Hicks' residence, which is just opposite 
the saloon, and the ball went directly 
over the bed of Mine Evelyn Hicks, abont 
two feet from her head. The ball danced 
around the room, doing little damage. 
After the shooting Marshall Hall went 
to the saloon, and it was reported to him 
aa the firing of totpedoes. Mr. Hall baa 
left town and cannot be located. Usu- 
ally, at the hour of the shooting, there 
are a good many pedestrians on tin 
street, but when this occurred there was 
not a person on either side of the street. 

On Tuesday, December 19— that mem- 
orable day will never be forgotten from 
the minds of the public— it waa a ladies' 
victory, wiping out three saloons, their 
licensee expiring on the ntxt day. Hall' 
time expires March 21, and of course he 
bad the right to continue, but it is ru- 
moied that when the new Board of 
Councilman takes its seat the lie 
will be cancelled, in view of the recent 
occurrence.

KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 

Conditions of Crops and Live Stock 
December ist, 1899. 
R-pllee were received this month from 
12 correspondents representing 102 

counties. 

WHEAT, — The favorable weather of 
November has advanced the condition 
of wheat from 1)7 on November 1st to 104 
011 December 1st. These estimates are 
exclusive of the counties composing the 
southeastern section where litt'e atten- 
tion ia given to wheat growing. The av- 
erage condition for the western section 
is 105, for the central 102. The improve- 
ment is most marked in those counties 
reporting an average or below average 
condition last month. Very few of the 
counties where the condition was phe- 
nomenally high in last report show an 
increase in condition. 

The earliet wheat ie generally infested 
with My. the damsge in some instances 
amounting to total loss This, however, 
will have little effect on acreage, as re- 
aowing has been the rnle. It is estimated 
that 13 per cent of the acreage in the 
central sections ie damaged by fly or 
other Insects, while in the western sec 
tion but 8 per cent of the acreage is 
affected. 

The growth of the plant, where free 
from insect pests, is very rank, and graz- 
ing Is being generally resorted to to pre- 
vent it reaching s stage where damage 
bv freeing is likely to result 

In summing up tbe prospscta we feel 
justified in saying that notwithstanding 
the injury from insects the State haa 
seldom presented, in one crop, so many 
conditions which presage a large yield. 
The acreage ia considerably above an 
average, tbe plant is well rooted snd pre- 
pared to withstand the vicissitudes of 
tbe approaching winter; the physical 
condition of the soil is the best, snd th 
with the long drouth of the pastsumm 
renders available those elements of plsnt 
food which are ordinarily locked up be- 
yond its reach. 

CORN. — The corn crop is housed in 
good condition ao far as concerns dan 
since the crop baa matured. Tbe general 
tenor of reports is tbst the yield is dis- 
appointing, and we are of the opinion 
that the moderate estimate of 21.4 as the 
average yield, made October 1st, is too 
high. 

Much complaint ia also made on score 
ol quality. "Lignt and chafty" "loose on 
cob" snd "containing an nm 
amount of small corn," being tbe terms 
most frequently used in speaking of qual- 
ity. The quality compared with average 
years Is 70 per cent. 

The average price is 37c per bushel. 
On December 1st, 1898. the price waa 28c. 

LIVE STOCK. — Notwithstanding the 
advanced season pastures have revived 
wonderfully since the breaking up of 
the drouth. The effect is shown in an 
Improved condition of live stock. I 'mil 
at thia time very nearly an average con- 
dition la presented. The average for the 
various classes is as follows: Horses, 
06; cattle, 9' ; sheep, 05; bogs, 02. Both 
feeding and stock hogs continue scarce, 
except in those counties containing a 
large acreage of forest. Here the abun- 
dant "mast" ia supplementing the corn 
crop to such an extent that the number 
is on the increase rather than otherwise, 
and are being subsisted on this product 
alone. It is alao true that practically sll 
reports of hog cholera come from thaw 
otherwise favored sections. 

The very favorable season for fall 
plowing haa been Improved, and much 
of this work wbioh would come next 
apring ia being dona now. Farmers 
generally have their work well in band, 
and while the cross have been below 
rather than above the average in yield 
there la still, to an unusual extant, a 
log of satisfaction with peat results and 
confidence in the agricultural prosperity 
ol the future 

Thia issue concludes the monthly crop 
■•port ol thia year and of my term, 
desire to thank correspondents not only 
lor their faithfulness during the 
year, bat alao during th. lour years ol 
our Joint labors. I bespeak for my suo-

hollows above HudsowMlle at H o'clock 
In the morning. Jeff Cundiff git wind 
of an illicit distillery up there, and he 
went to work to take it. From what he 
could learn, it waa situated over in the 
hollows somewhere, in a secluded spot 
and a section of country rarely traversed 
by sny one. Cundiff went to Pomp 
Milner's and learned from him about the 
direction of the still. 

In company with Len Milner, he got 
up about 2 a. m. and started on the hunt. 
They traveled over a very rough country 
for an hour or more and finally came 
upon a little hut down in the woods. 
They approached it very cautiously, for 
they knew that if Bill Taylor waa in 
there making moonshine, and they didn't 
get every advantage, lie would kill one 
of them. M>lner staved back about 
twenty yards, aud Cundiff crawled up to 
the door He could hear two or three 
voices, and be thought it best for him 
aud his partner not to tackle tbem. bo 
they left quietly and found their way. 
back to old Pomp Milner's. There thev 
Sent a messenger in haste to Hardins- 
burg. Two United States marshals were 
telegraphed for from Louisville, and they 
arrived here at night on the 7:30 train. 
Together they wen* to Milner's, where 
they were joined by Cundiff and two 
others. 

At midnight they struck out for the 
distillery. They ran up on it about 3 
o'clock, and Taylor and his partner were 
running ber in full blaat. Marshal Yates 
did not know exactly how to tackle the 
thing to make sure of his game. He ssw 
a man come to the door once or twice 
and look around and then go back. 
Yates crept cautiously down to the door 
with a revolver in each baud. He tol 1

Instantly 
the officer covered the man with his re- 
volver and told him to throw up bis 
banda.

Daniel Mike and Andrew Burk 
Murder J. P. McCarver. 

THE VICTIM 70 YEARS OLD. 



Dan, Mike and Andrew Burk took the 
life of J. P. McCarver Christmas after- I 
noon abont four o'clock on the farm of 
Mr. Mike Tierney's which is situated 
the Fo'rdeville road about four or flva*' 
miles from this city. 

Dan aud Mike are the sons of Mr. 
Corneliua Burk and Andrew is a son of 
Mr. Jerry Burk. 

The particular are as follows as gath- 
ered by a News reporter. 

Dan, Mike and Andrew Burk had been 
in this city Christmas dsy and left a little 
after the noon hour pretty well filled 
with holiday "booze." When reaching 
a store which was conducted by said Mc- 
Carver on Tierney's farm, they alighted 
from their horses and presumably went 
in to make a purchase. It is allege* 
the Burk boys became too boisterous 
while in McCarver'a store and he imme- 
diate ly ordered them from the store. At 
this request they became offended and 
instantly began to shoot. 

McCarver was behind hie counter snd 
Dsn and Mike began to fire their guna 
while Andrew began to stab the old gen- I 
tleman with a knife. They shot him 
some five or six times while Andrew cat 
him seven or eight times severely. 
McCarver only survived s few momenta, 

McCarver is a total stranger in thia 
county, claiming to have come from 
Texas. He was in bad health and waa 
in his Tilth year. He carried a small 
stock of goods eelling principally cider, 
sugar, coffee and other articles usually 
carried in a country store. 

The Burk b >vs are young men, coming 
from excellent parentage but when under 
the influence of liquor they have the 
reputation of being ready to tight at any 
moment, are rather inclined to be quar- 
relsome and when engaged in an encoun* 
they have not forethought of the 
results.

FEEDING OF 
FARM ANIMALS 

Composition of the Animal Body 
and of Feeding Stuffs. 

MUCH SCIENCE INVOLVED.

The filing of Isrui animal,, like the 
1M of fertilisers for crop*, resti upon 
well ilffine.l principles. Our knowlnlgn 
of these principles baa bean derived 
from the studies of the chemist and the 
animal phyeiologiet on the composition 
and (onctiona of food and the way it ia 
ntiiiisd after it ia eaten. Theae atudina 
hare shown that the materials of the 
body are continually breaking dqwn and 
being cooaumed, and that to keep the 
animal in a healthy and vi«orouB condi- 
tion tbern muat Da a constant supply of 
new materia). If thin islsckii g, or ia in- 
sufficient, hunger ami finally death is the 
result. To keep up this supply ia one of 
the chief functions of food, hut in addi- 
tion to this the food maintains the heat 
of the body and at the same time fur 
nlabea the force or energy which enables 
the animal to move the muscles and do 
work and also to perform the necessary 
fnnctiona of the body. In fumiahing 
heat and energy the food may be aaid to 
serve as Cut! If, in addition to repair- 
ing the wastes of the system and tar- 
nishing it with hpatanil energy, growth 
ia to be made, as in the case of immature 
animals, or milk secreted, an additional 
supply of food is required. To supply

scientific feeding. It ia by carefully 
studying the composition of feeding 
stul! \ the proportion in which they are 
digested by differedt animate and under 
different conditions, and the require- 
ment of animals for the various food nu- 
trients when at rest, at work, giving 
milk, producing wool, muttou, beef, 
pork, etc., that the principles of feeding 
have been worked ou». In applying 
these principles in practice the coats of 
different feeding stufla mnst be taken 
into account. 



The animal body is made up mainly of 
four classes of aubulances — water, ash or 
mineral ingredients, fat and nitrogenous 
matters. The proportion in which these 
four classes cf bubntances occur depends 
upon the age of the animal, treatment, 
purpose ior which itia kept. etc. 

Water constitutes from -into 110 per 
cent of the body and is an esaeutial part. 
From -2 to 5 per cent of the weight of 
the body is ash. This occurs mainly in 
the bones. The fat variea greatly with 
the condition of the animal, but seldom 
falls below ti per cent or rises above 30 
per cent. The nitrogenous materials or 
protein includes til of the materials con- 
taining nitrogen ; all outside this 

group are free from nitrogen, or non-ni- 
trogenous. The nitrogen referred to 
here is the same as that mentioned in 
connection with fertilizers, and is the 
element which constitutes about four- 
fifths of Die atmosphere. It occurs in 
plants und animals in various compounds 
grouped under ttie general name of pro- 
tein. Lean meat, white of the egg, and 
casein ..f milk (curd) are tamiliar forniB 
Of protein. The llrali, skin, hones, mus- 
cles, internal organs, brain, ami nerves — 
in short, all of the working machinery of

This water, al- 
though it may add to the palatability of 
a food, n of no more beuelit to the ani- 
mal than water which it drinks, and from 
which the chief supph is derived. For 
this rea.»>n, and because the proportion 
, of water varies very widely, comparisors 
of dill, i ni kinds of fowl are usually 
made on a dry or water-free basis which 
ahowa the percentage of food ingredients 
in the dry matter. 

.1. /. is what is left when the combusti- 
ble part of a feeding stuff ia burned 
■way. It consists chielly of lime, mag- 
nesia, potash, soda, iron, chlorine, and 
carbonic, sulphuric aud phosphoric acids, 
and is used largely in making bones. 
From the ash constituents of the food the 
animal selects those which it needs and 
thereat is voided in the manure. Asa 
general rule rations com posed ol a variety 
of nutritious foods contain sufficient ash 
to supply the' requirements of the body. 
Corn, however, is poor in ash, and when 
fed extensively may need to have added 
to it additional ash material, as wood 
■■bee, charcoal or bone meal.

Ooroortydrnf/n la usually divided into 
two groups, nitrogen-free extract. Includ- 
ing starch, sugar, (urns, and the like, 
and cellulose or fiber, the essential con 
alitnent of the walla of vegetable cells. 
Cotton filler and wood pulp are nearly 
Dare cellulose. Coarse fodders, like ' 
and straw, contain a large proportion nf 
fiber, while moat graioa contain little 
filer, hut are rich in atarch, sugar, efc. 
(nitrogen-free extract). The carbohy- 
drates form the largeat part of all vege- 
table foods. Tbey are not permanently 
stored up as such in the animal body, 
hut are either stored up as fat or burned 
in the system to produce heat and ener- 
gy. They are one of the principal 
sourcea of animal fat. 

ProUin (or nitrogenous materials) is 
the name of a group of materials con- 
taining nitrogen. All other constituents 
of feeding stuffs, the ash, fst, and carbo- 
hydrates, are non-nitrogenons or free 
from nitrogen. Protein materials are 
often designated as "flesh formers," be- 
cause, tbey furnish the materials for the 
lean It sb; but they also enter largely 
into the composition ol blood, skin, mus- 
cles, tendons, nerves, hair, boms, wool 
and the casein and albumen of milk, etc. 
For the formation of these material* 
protein is absolutely indispensable. No 
substances free from nitrogen can be 
worked over into protein, or fill the 
place of protein. It is then, absolutely 
necessary for an animal to be provided 
with a certain amount of protein in order 
to grow or maintain existence. Under 
certain conditions it iB believed protein 
may be a source of fat in the bouy ; and 
dually it may be burned, like the carbo- 
hydrates and fat, yielding heat energy. 

The Bources of heat and energy in the 
animal, are the protein, fat, anil carbo 
hydrates of the food and the fat and pro- 
tein of the body, for the fat and protein 
of the body may be burned like that in 
the food. The value of the fat for pro. 
(lacing heat is nearly two and a half 
times that of carbohydrates or protein. 
The sources of fat in the body are the 
fat, carbohydrates, aud, probably, the 
protein of the food; and the exclusive 
source of protein in the body is the pro- 
tein in the food. These groups of food 
materials are termed nutrients, as they 
furnish the nutriment of the body.

The inability of two Congressmen to 
discuss with intelligent comprehension 
questions of finance was strikingly dis- 
played in a colloquy which took place on 
the floor of the House of Representatives 
last Wednesday between Mr. Powers of 
Vermont and Mr. Terry ol Arkansas. 

Mr. Terry asked Mr. Powers: "Suppose 
we were to close the mints against the 
free coinage of gold, what do you sup- 
pose would be the intrinsic value of the 
thin bit of gold that you call a gold dol- 
lar?" The answer should have been that 
it would be its value as pure gold, but 
Mr. Powers could find nothing better to 
say than that the gold in a dollar would 
be worth 100 cents, which is merely say- 
ing that it would be worth one hundred 
times its hundredth part. 

Mr. Terry did not, however, perceive 
this, and asked: "What makes it worth 
100 cents except that >t is used in coio- 
sg«?" and Mr. Powers answered: "Be- 
cause it is intrinsically worth 100 cents. 
It will make bosom pins, watches and a 
thousand things " 

Here be came nearer the truth, but he 
again failed to satisfy Mr. Terry, who in- 
sisted: "If you cut off the demand for 
coinage purposes, would it not enor- 
mously decrease the demand for gold, 
and consequently its value?" This floored 
Mr. Powers, and he did not answer stall. 
He should have said that gold is not 
used for money because it is coined, but 
that it ib coined because it is used as 
money. If it were not coined, it would 
be used in bars, as silver is in China. 
Coining it is a mere matter of con- 
venience and does not add to its value

old Teutonic practice of hanging the 
Interior of dwellings with evergreen 
aa a refuge for ay Ivan spirit, from the 
Inclemency of the winter, but the 
Christmas tree Is of German origin. 
It Is their chief ornament and symbol. 
It Is not used for the hanging of gifts, 
but It I. used entirely as a bright orna- 
ment, being mnde to glisten with 
lights and tinsel. 

It I. kept throughout the 12 days of 
Christmas and at Intervals Is lighted 
and on New Year's eve Is lighted for 
all night. 

The custom of decorating dwellings 
and churches with evergreen wn. 
known hy the Christians to be a rem- 
nant of paganism and was forbidden 
by the council, but It had too strong a 
hold to be given up. 

Even In Boston Justice Bamuel Sew- 
all cried out against It, but It crept to 
Its place by degrees, nolly and Ivy 
were favorites In Great Britain, being 
regarded as sacred emblems of the 
season. 

Holly used in churches was kept by 
families to Insure a lucky year. 

The mistletoe was held In so much 
veneration by the pagans that It was 
cut with n golden sickle by the prlnre 
of tho Druids, with whom it first ap- 
pears. 

The Introduction of flowers to the 
tokens of festivity seems to have ex- 
IsteO universally and at all times of 
history. It wns a paean manifesta- 
tion of rejoicing, and. although forbid-. 
dun by the early church and de- 
nounced by the Puritans of New Eng- 
land, It became a general custom. 

While obliged to give credit to early 
and heathen notions for much of tho 
Christmas which we so fondly cherish, 
wo can but remember our own Ben- 
jamin Franklin for the ono motto as 
being American, "A good conscience

Smipdratron a Diversion Popular In 

Littlo known In this country, snap- 
dragon is a diversion In which In Eng- 
land young and old participate through- 
out tho Christmas season. Apparently 
It Is a dangerous pastime. Really It Is 
harmless, and no one ever suffers an 
accident through playing it Babies of 
3 or 4 years engage In It with great 
glee, in which there Is an admixture of 
fear, but none generally conquers, 
and once In the game they cannot be 
kept out of It 

The requisites of snapdragon are one 
or two large platters such as roasts are 
served on, some large, fat raisins, a 
little brandy or gin, a match and a 
darkened room. The platters are ar- 
ranged thus: If there Is but one and 
the party 1b of moderate number, It Is 
laid In the center of a dining table. If 
the number of participants Is large, 
then two platters are laid, one at each 
end of the table, or there may be two 
small tables, with a platter on each. 
Next the raisins are laid over each 
platter, singly and at short distances 
apart. A small quantity of brandy or 
gin Is then poured over each platter 
and Ignited. Put out all the lights In 
the room, leaving none but that from 
the dancing blue flames In the platters. 

Everybody looks weird and feels un- 
canny, aud the fun begins. Each par- 
ticipant "snaps" at a raisin on the dish, 
and, hit or miss, the blue flame clings 
to the finger. In writhing, forked 
tongues, thus providing the "dragon." 
The raisins are all finally secured, the 
flames die out, the lights are turned on, 
and the company Is ready for another 
diversion, unless, as la often the case, 
there Is a call for a re; dtlon of the 
fun Just ended.— San Francisco Post 
Magazine.

farmer hae no power whatever to control

Such a large, important 
class as the farmers deserves the best 
the times can afforti, and It would seem 
that an organised unity might be effec- 
tive to procure it. The dependence of a 
majority of the manufacturers upon the 
prdpicls of the farm is scarcely realized. 
i QsTwero be a general failure in crops 
throughout the Union, what a crisis 
would result in business, Let stock 
falsing cease for two years, a greav*- 
barrasment would ensue. Let all the 
fruit throughout the Union hang on 
trees lor one season, what would the 
feed upon? The part which the 
ya in the-economy of the world 
lightly estimated. The farming 

has fallen too much into 
when we consider the fact that 
ail food products, and a large majoritv 
of the clothing material comes from the 
farm. The people have in a measure 
forgotten the old bat true saying, that 
the farmers are the bone and sinew of the 
nation, the hope of the country, and it 
behooves us to arouse them to the truth 
of these trite words. That the largest 
number of the successful, reliable busi- 
ness men in the cities have been, coun- 
try boya ia a fact almost too old to men- 
tion. This argues well lor country life 
— that is, for the country as the beet 
place to rear boys, but country life has 
lost its prestige among the young peo- 
ple. 

Tbey find no advantages there, noth- 
ing but bard work and drudgery as it ap- 
peal* to them, with no places of interest 
Or amusement to attend. So thev make 

-*\*reat effort to try city life, or to enter 

> efu» of the professions. Look into the 
country homes where sons have been 

I feared ; how many do you find ? In 
many cases all have gone to the city to 
seek employment, and too often to the 
detriment of health. Let us inquire for 
the reason of this wholesale migration. 
Why should these boys leave homes 
Where the very best of life should be 

[ realised, and go to live in crowded dis- 
tricts where the drudgery is worse than 
that which they have left, and where 
they rarely ever get a peep at the blue 
■ky, or see a blade of grass, or smell the 
■cent of an apple blossom. There they 
■re shut up an day in an office working 
bjr gas light, and to use the expression 
made by two city men last summer, 
"there they stay and eat dirt and drink 
mad, unable to get off even to attend 



»k, more pleasant surroundings. They 
tre failed to take into consideration 
e fact that living in the city is so 
pap. more expensive that one muot 
at higher wages in order to subsist, 
fto lighter work, if one does his duty 
irk ia rarely very light any place, and 
to pleasant surroundings, if ooe is un- 
neated life holds very little for him in 
j circumstances. It ia a pernicious 
#joa in the public mind, that as soon 
a man la educated he should leave the

"The South ia no longer blind to ila 
own interests and when public senti- 
ment in fully developed it will be found 
that this section is pronouncedly in fa- 
vor of retaiuing the Philippines and all 
other newly acquired territory in the 
Pacific." 

There are still many crossroads hunk- 
ers and blind Brysnites in the South 
who kick against expansion because it 
happens to be supported by Republi 
cans; but the business brains of the 
South, the stirring, modern and go- 
ahead parts of it, know that its best 
hope is expansion and new matkete. 
From the economic point of view, ex- 
pansion will be profitable and is indeed 
indispensable to the South. From the 
political point of view, expansion con- 
tinues the traditional policy of the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

In face of the rising waves of expan- 
sion sentiment in the South Dame Part- 
ington Bryan, with that poor little mop 
of anti-imperialism, makes a figure at 
which only the polite can refrain from 
guffawing.— San.

Routine Dairy Work. _ 

Routine care of dairy atock in winter 
is essential to anccesa A stated hour for 
feeding, another for milking, another for 
cleanina the stable ahould be observed 
punctually. No other dairy eyetem ran 
be made to pay. Cows soon aljl 
themselves to conditions | if the condi- 
tions are wrong, tbey go wrong, too 

It la the beginning of winter now, ard 
It will pay to get started right II the 
cows are mllke I at 7 o'clock on week 
days and 9 o'clock on Sundays, fed and 
watered irregularly, the stable cleaned 
whenever time permits, dairy luck will 
fly out of the window, Where other 
farm products are cheap, there isn't a 
farmer who does not need to keep his 
dairy luck at home. Ou winter morn 
ingacows need attenlion early. Their 
natu'Bl inclination is to go to feeding 
awn after daybreak. Set the milking 
time so that it will divide tbe 24 hour 
day • quelly, aa 0 o'clock In the morning, 
0 at night, or 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. respect- 
ively. By not varying from thia plan, 
the lacteal economy of the cow will be 
educated to regularity in milk secretion 
and accumulation, and the cow will yield 
more milk when milked regularly. 

As cleaning the stable befouls to soma 
extent the atmosphere, it had b*tter 
done after mi king rather than before 
If done immediately before, a deodorant 
oan be used on the floor prior to begin- 
ning mllMfef. Milk flavor is so delicate 
and (Nails a thing that in winter es- 
pecially tht. greatest sare is necessary to 
preserve it. The odor from cows and 
tbeir surroundings in summer time is 
not offensive to even the most fastidious.

Feed regularly. I urge this not solely 
because they demand it. When a cow's 
stomach is empty, her milk bag becomes 
empty too. While I believe in heavy 
feeding-, yet a small quantity o( food giv 
en regularly will produce more tuilk 
than heavy rations of the same charac- 
ter fed irregularly. While digestion snd 
rumination are going on there ahould 
be plenty of water in the cow's stomach. 
The animals* own desire will decide 
how large a quanity. It is neces- 
ary both for the assimilation of food 
and to make up the 87 J per cent of wat- 
er contained in the milk. It must be 
remembered that cows are dumb, and 
that, confined in stanchions, tbey can- 
not manifest their thirst by any aign. 
Their need in thia direction must be an- 
ticipated, not spasmodically, but as rou- 
tine practice. If aeveral hours elapse 
without gratification, the present need 
has passed. They may drink, but the 
milk flow has been shrunken. Dairy- 
men, this winter of sll others you can- 
not afford this. You cannot afford to 
neglect any little detail the obeervance 
of which wonld add to your dairy in- 
come.— American Agriculturist.
